Judge Bradley Indignantly Ad-
jouriiu Court.Then tho Lawyers
1'rococd to Have It Out in tho Ken¬
tucky Style.They Will ho lie-
minded To-day that Their Blue
Grass Methods Won't Bo Allowed
at tho National Capital.

Washington, D. C., March 12..At the
conclusiou of tho pugilistic cncountor
between tho lawyers employed in tho
Brockinridge-Pollard case, described in
the appondod roport of tho procoodings
to-day, Judgo Bradloy, who had left tho
court room, atrodo upon tho acono, de¬
manding to know tho causo of tho
troublo. Mr. Johnson, Mr. Carlislo and
Mr. Wilson laid tho caso bofore him,
stating that tho Kentucky lawyers had
inado an unprovoked assault upon Mr.
Johnson.
Colonel Breckinridge and hia son had

started from tho court houso, but, see¬

ing tho judge, turned back, tho con-

pressman approaching him and saying
with evident excitement: "I had
nothing to do with this, judgo. I was
trying to separate them, that was all."
From the statements of eyo witnesses

it seemed that this was correct, for al¬
though there was a moment of very gon-
oral scuffling, everybody seemed to have
etarted in with tho intention of stopping
tho trouble.
Judge Bradloy was very indignant,
.'We cannot have this hero, gentlo-

mou," ho said, atornly. "You must un¬
derstand that wo cannot have such out¬
breaks. 1 will ascertain in tho morning
who aro responsible for this and see to
it that thoy aro properly punished."
Thoroupon tho two parties of attor¬

neys rotired to their respective head¬
quarters todiscus3 tho alTair.
When seen in his olTico, Mr. Johnson

Baid:
"We aro not going to litigate this caso

in Kentucky 6tylo; I will call tho atten¬
tion of tho judgo to tho matter in the
morning and leave it in hia hands. My
references to tho courso of the defend¬
ant's council in court woro borfcctlv
justified by tho circumstances which
evoked tbom. They woro noither cotn-
montcd upon by tho jud^o, nor objected
to by tho attorneys when they wore
Hpoken."

Local lawvors declare that Judgo
Bradley bns power to punish Mr. Shel¬
by' (Mr. Breckinridgo'a attornoy) ior
contempt of court, ainco tho assault was
made within tho precincts of tho court
houao shortly aftor tho day'a session
ended, was resultant from tho caso on
trial and committed by an oflicor of tho
court as Shelby is an attornoy practic¬
ing at its bar. That tho judge will ful¬
fill hia promise to seo that the respon¬
sible parties are punished in tho morn¬
ing, no ono who knows him entertains
any doubt, llo is noted for tho strict
order which ho enforces in the court
room. Saturday he informed one spec¬
tator in tho roar of tho room that the
court was not a houao of commons
nnd it was not customary to wear hats
there. Again "he rapped three times
very sharply upon tho desk with his
full hand, whon Colonol Breckinridgeand his attorneys were conferring in
over loud tones.

This pugilistic oncountor was not the
only sensational incident of tho day, for
Miss l'ollard was carried sobbing from
tho court room and fell in a taint out¬
side tho door whon testimony concern¬
ing tho birth and death of her child in
1SS8 was being given. Tho two faithful
friends of her own sex attended her,
and slje was driven in a cab to tho houao
of refuge, where she makes hor home.
To-night pho is said to bo resting quietly.

freshed by two days of consultation and
planning, tho Pollnrd-Brocktnridgo le¬
gal forcos bristled with law books and
portentious looking documents this
morning as they arrayed thcmsolvea
along the two rows of desks in the crim¬
inal court room. Jurors, too, wore

smiling, with just cause, for directly
ecross tho court room nnd facing them
sat a group of fashionable young women
by a row of solemn matrons, all brought
thither by curiosity. Expectation fair¬
ly beamed beneath their bonnets.
Judge Bradloy loanoi! his handsomo

hand back in hia padded leather chair,
tho roll of jurors was called, and was no
sooner finished than the judge remark¬
ed: "Mr. Marshal I wish you would re¬
quest those ladies to vacato tho seat*
unless thoy aro witnesses in tho caso."
Thereupon Marshal Wilson's portly
form loomed tipboforc tho women, wav¬

ing them out. They went with clouds
of disappointment overspreading their
facen, and such a babbling of anger that
the judgo was obliged to rap sharply for
order. Few spectators wero left after
tho exodus, but among them wore half
u dozen ot the defondant'a fellow mom-
bera of congress.

Wii.KKfln.viiRE, Pa., Mnrch 12..Tho
bodies of the mon entombed in tho Gay-
lord mines February 115 havo beon
roachod. Thoy aro go badly decom¬
posed that identification is only posai-
blo by moans of tho clothing. Tho
names of tho victims aro: Thomas
Jones, Richard Davis, Foreman Thotnaa
l'icton.John Morris, Jamoa Kingdom,
Thomas Merritnan, Thomas Colo, Joa-
oph Olds, John ilnmmor, I'otor b. Mc¬
Laughlin, Michaol Walsh, all married;
Thomas Lelshoru, Daniel Morgan, both
unmarried.
'lho cave-in, which resulted in tho

death of the thirteen miners, occurred
February lo. Ever since tho horrible
accident tho lfttlo town of Plymouthhas beon in mourning.
Tho accident was the.moro distressing

owing to tho number of fatherless child¬
ren who have beon left by tho victims.
Almost fifty little ones mourned the
loss of their fathers. Scarcely had tho
cave-in occurrcd boforo a force of men
wero sot to work clearing away tho
debris within tho shaft. This work haa
continued with unabating energy day
and night. The fall was thought to be
between 500 and GOO feet from the en-
tranco to tho abaft. All of this almost
solid mass of rock lias beon removod by
tho untiring ollorta of tho reacuors.

St. Louis, Mo., March 12..Jacob

Studt, a carpenter, to-day shot and
killed another carpenter, Charles
Wuonsch, and then turned his weapon
upon hirasolf, inflicting a wound which
will provo fatal. Wuonsch has boen
building himself a house. Studt was
employed by him but was laid ofl this
morning for aoiuo necloct of duty. He
took his discharge sullenly and left the
building muttering threats. He went
to his home, secured a double-barreled
shot gun, and returned to tho pluco
where ho had been employed boforo
wreaking summary vengeance on
Wuonsch. Tho man ho was looking for
waa on tho second llnor of tho building
at work laying somo joists. Without a
word Studt stopped directly beneath
him and fired one barrol of tho shotgun
at him, the chargo striking Wuenach in
the head, killing him instantly. As hia
victim fell, Studt turned tho socond
barrol of hia gun at his abdomen and
fired. Tho chargo literally toro tho
lowor cart of his stomach and intostinoa
to piocca. Studt waa takon to tho cityhall with all hasto. J lo cannot livo.

THE RESOLUTION IS VOTED DOWN
lly tho Democratic Majority ot' tho
Sonato Flnnnco Committee.Kepub.
Huang Will Not Delay tho Report of
tho Tariff Dill to tho Senate.An

Interesting Comparative Statement
of the ltcvonuen Umler tho Pro-
poned Bill.Senator 1'offer Has a

Tariff Measure ol' III# Own.

Washington, 1). C., March 12.Tho
senate cominitloo on flaanco took up the
tnrift bill to-day as umoudod by tho
Democratic members, beginning with
tho cUomicul eehudulo. Sonator Al-
drich, on bohaU of tlio Republican
members, stated that thcro woro ropro-
sontatives of aoveral intoreata afloctod
by tho bill now in Waahington asking
to bo hoard by tho committco aa to tho
chnngos mado and inontioncd oapecially
a delegation of laboring men from Wor¬
cester, Maea., interestod in tho manu¬
facture of lire anna who, ho said, re¬

garded tho proviaiona rotating to thc30
articloa injurious to them and who woro
very doairoua of presenting tho facta in
the case. Ho therefore ollcrod tho fol-
lowing resolution:

Jletolval, That fivo daya bo set apart
to hear worlcingmen, farmors manufnc-
turera and all other poraona intcroatcd
or desiring to bo heard on tho ratea sua-1
jested in tho bill now boforo tho com-
mittee.
Tho reaolution waa voted down by a

strict party vote, the Iiopublioana favor-
ins and tho Democrats opposing tho rea¬
olution.

WILL NOT DELAY IT.

Tho llopublican mombors feel that
thoy can keep tho bill in committco for
an indofinito length of time, but thoy
aeera disposed to allow it to bo reported
within a week or ton daya if they can
bo assured of euUicient timo to prepare
apecchea boforo tho bill ahall bo takon
up for conaidoration in tho senate, aa

they do not seo much is to bo gained by
a discuaaion in committco. If an agree¬
ment should be reached aa to when tho
bill shall bo reported, it ia not probablo
that tho Republicans will pcraiat in the
consideration of tho bill item by item,
aa they began to-day, aa that plan would
consume a great amount of time.

AN INTWIESTINO COMPARISON.
The committoo was to-day 8upplied

with a tabulated statemont prepared by
tho treasury department allowing in do-
tail tho amount of rovonuo which it ia
estimated will bo receivod under the
senate bill if it should become a law,
alao giving the eatiuiato under tho Wil¬
son bill nnd comparing both with the
returns from tho treasury dopartinont
under tho prosent law for 1S93. The
statement also gives an oatimato of the
increaso in tho internal revenue under
tho aenato bill, which ia aa follows;

I ncomo $30,000,000; spirits $20,000,000;
cigars $0,000,000; cigarettoa $1,500,000;
plaving cards $3,000,000. Total increase
$03*500,000.
The oatimated dutieaof tho sonate bill

Tho compariaon of tho sugar achedulo

nhowa that during tho laet year 15,490,-
757 gallona of mollaaaoa woro imported
upon which no duty was paid, but
which under tho aenato bill would pro¬
duce $309,815. During tho yoar 3,531,-
219,*307 pounds of sugar valued at
$114,959,870 was imported free.
Upon thia tho Benate bill would yield

a revenue of $41,043,413.
l'KKFEU's IIILiu

Senator PeQcr to-day introducod an

independent tarifl bill in the aenato
amending the McKinley law in various
particulars. It roducoa tho taritl on
common brown earthenware to 10 per
cont advalorein, on china to 30, 35 and
40 per cont for tho various grades,
mnkea hoop -iron or stool free, puta T
rails at $10 per ton; iron or steel wire
for fencea, etc., 5-10 of a cont per pound;
spikes, naila, screws aud liko articles all
largely roduced.
Thero ia no proposed duty on sugar,

except on that imported from countriea
which impoao an export bounty, whou
it ia to pay a duty equal to tlio bounty.The duty on spirits and winoa ia in¬
creased t'rom 50 to 75 cents per gallon.

Washington, D. O., March 12..Mr.
Iilanchard, tho newly appointed aonator
from Louisiana, waa preaonted to tho
sonato at tho oponing ot that body to¬
day and took tho oath of oliice. At his
deak, which waa bountifully decorated
with Uowera, ho recoived the congratu-
lationa of the Louisiana delegation in
tho house, of which ho waa a mcmbor
until last week.
Tho resolution presented a fow daya

ago by Mr. PefFer* rolativo to the inves¬
tigation of the chargea rocently made in
tho proaa that cortain senators had
takon advnntago of tho knowledge
gained in their ollicial capacities for
dealing in sugar atock on Wall atroet,
was laid before the eonatc. The provid¬
ing otticor (Mr. Harris) ruled that, as
tho reaolution called for expenditures
from tho contingent fund of the aenato,
it would not bo considered until referred
to tlio committco on contingent ex¬
penses.
Mr. Poller then modified tho reaolu¬

tion, eliminating that faaturo. .Mr.
Gorman moved to lay tho resolution as
modified on tlio tablo, and it waa so
ordered, 33 to 27.
The suigniorazo bill wns taken up and

Mr. Vilas resumed hin speech in oppoa-ition to tho measure.
Mr. Allison, of lowa, bogan tho speech

which ho wan not woll enough to de¬
liver last Friday. In the course of his
remarks ho said:

"If tho Democratic party ia willing to¬
nnes this bill authorizing tho issue of
$55,000,030 without a dollar back of
them or a dollar around them they arc

willing to do that which they have
never dono before.-tho isuuo of Hat
money."

.Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, advo-
catod the passage of tho bill, aud at tho
conclusion of hiii upoech tho nunuto at
5:25 adjourned.

Ill tllO llOtllMt.
Washington, March 12..Tho day in

tho houao was devoted cntiroly to the
consideration of a bill relating to the
extonslon of tho time lor allowing a
street railroad company in this city to
change its system of motive power.
Thodobato to-day rapidly drifted into

a discussion of tho merits of tho cablo
aud the underground oleetrlc system
and it was boldly charged that tho lion-
eral Electric and Woatinghouio com¬
panies which hold stock in almost all
tho ovorhead trolley linos, had retuinod
all tho prominent electric onginoors in
tho country and would not spare money
to prevent a practical demonstration of
tho feasibility o( tho underground elec¬
tric now in "operation at lJuda Peath
and for a short diatunco ou tho out¬
skirts of this city.

senate. It is reported that ho dooa not
favor tho bill to tho point of recom¬
mending it, but that the Btriking Dem¬
ocratic majority which it obtained in
tho house, and tho probable large
majority which it will roeeivo in tho
senate, urges him to sign it for policy
aake.

it is snid that tho President feels that
this uumiatakablo indorsement of the
bill by Democrats in both houses of
Congress relieves him in a measure
from responsibility for it, and that ho
ought not disregard tho wishes oi his
party thus bo positively expressed. It
lias been represented to tho President
by tlio friends of tho bill that it ho
should veto it, the bill will bo passod
ovor his voto, aud it is auggoated that
this threat has had somo etfect upon
him.
Tho action upon the aeigniorago bill

has demonstrated that there in still a

very strong silver sentiment in the
Democratic party, and it lias been aaid
that if the President goes to groat
length iu opposition to it that tho silver
men would take tho bit in thoir tooth
and put through a mill more radical
measure than tho seigniorage bill. In
fact, it is freely suggested that if the
President should veto ttiia bill and it
should como back to Congress to be
passed over his veto, there would be
grave possibility that tho enraged silver
men would broaden tho scope of the
bill, possibly to tho extent of attornpt-
ing to add a free coinago provision.
